wore of one mind with the Consul in con- 
sidering the proceedings of the Singapore 
steamers a disgraco to the flag under which 
they were allowed to be carried on, but at 
the same tie they disapproved of the 
arbitrary manner in which the Consul seems 
to have considered it necessary to vindicate 
the Law, However this. may be, and piit- 
ting agjde the men question of right and 
fairness to those traders who are willing 
and wish to comply with:'‘the Emigration 
Laws, the Consul at Amoy certainly deserves 
the thanks of the community for at least 
mitigating, for the time being, a glaring 
‘wrong, 

Hare, at Hongkong, the Authorities have 
power tinder the Kmigration Ordinance 
over ships of whatever nationulity leaving 
this ‘port with emigrants. Consequently 
all: passenger ships come under the laws 
alike, but at the outports: they can only bo.
